1. AT THIS POINT THERE IS RELATIVELY LITTLE TO LIST. 

(A) PERSONNEL: WE WOULD BE INTERESTED IN YOUR HAVING 
A LOOK AT PETER SPAULDING. THE NEW RSO WHO HAS BEEN 
NAMED TO TAKE ROYAL KASTENS' PLACE. YOU MAY WANT TO 
LOOK INTO WHOEVER IS BEING CONSIDERED AS ANN CHILD'S 
REPLACEMENT WHEN SHE LEAVES HERE ON RETIREMENT AT 
THE END OF SEPTEMBER. I WOULD ALSO APPRECIATE YOUR 
SCANNING THE FILE ON WALTER MANGER WHO, AS YOU MAY
